QUEBEC,

watching the dram atic cross-the-sea 
race between Inspector Dew' of Scot­ 
land Yard and the pair supposed to 
be Dr. H. H. Crippen and Miss Ethel 
Claire Leneve. with increased inter­ 
est. 
Although officials here declare 
they have not yet been in wireless 
touch with theM ontro8e,theCanadian 
Pacific liner, on which Crippen and 
his typist are reported to be passen­ 
gers, they say the charts show the 
W hite Star liner 
Laurentic, 
on 
which 
Inspector 
Dew is pursuing 
them, is only 250 miles astern and 
therefore probably in wireless com­ 
munication. 
The Montrose 
sailed from Ant­ 
werp on July 20 but she Is a very 
slow boat, while the Laurentic is a 
fast mail carrier and sure to over­ 
haul and pass the Montrose a t sea, 
though sailing several days later. 
Inspector Dew should therefore land 
one day at least ahead of the sus­ 
pected pair and be on hand to arrest 
them. The W hite Star line officials 
say the Laurentic will land her mall 
and first class passengers at Rimou- 
ski, the first port of call on the gulf 
of St. Lawrence, 
about -60 miles 
from Quebec, either Friday or Sat­ 
urday m orning 
Only passengers in 
a hurry to catch trains usually get 
off at Rimouski, but It is now doubt­ 
ed th at this will be Inspector Dew’s 
landing place. 
Montrose W on’t Land 
The Montrose will hardly reach 
Rimouski before Sunday morning. 
As she is not a mail boat, the Mont­ 
rose is not due to stop there. She us­ 
ually picks up her river pilot a t 
F ather Point, a few miles away, and 
proceeds toward Quebec and Mon­ 
treal. 
In a case like 
this, 
the officials 
say, there is little doubt th at the 
Montrose 
will 
either land off Ri­ 
mouski to await Inspector Dew, or 
that police official will board her 
from the pilot s boat. 
The Montrose is equipped with a 
short distance Marconi wireless set 
which Is limited to sending within a 
radios of 200 miles, but her receiv­ 
ing instrum ents can pick up messages 
from a longer distance. It is proba­ 
ble, therefore th a t lf the Laurentic 
has come up close to the Montrose at 
sea, as is believed, Inspector Dew has 
been in communication with the cap­ 
tain and is satisfied in his own mind 
whether he is trailing the rig h t quar­ 
ry. 
The Canadian officials expect to 
get into wireless communication with 
the Montrose from Belle Isle, La­ 
brador, tomorrow night or Thursday 
morning 
and to learn 
definitely 
whether Crippen and Miss Leneve 
are on board. 
Doubt Story of Capture

than IOO fissures appeared on the 
side of Mount 
Usu and a violent 
eruption 
followed. 
W hile 
huge 
quantities of red hot sand and boil-^ 
ing mud were throw n high in the 
air by th e m ountain, 
M ount Usu 
began to crumble and collapse on 
all sides and today had alm ost been 
leveled. 
< 
For four days a panic had reigned 
in the vicinity of th e m ountain and 
8,000 refugees have abandoned their. 
homes and are fleeing inland for 
their lives. 
It is feared that the 
entire surrounding country will be 
laid waste by the 
volumes of hot 
sand. 
/ 
Shipping Destroyed 
The meagre advices received here 
state th at during the most violent 
earthquakes there was a 
terrific 
upheaval of Usu Bay and the bar-! 
bor aud practically all th e shipping 
in the bay were destroyed as a re­ 
sult of th l upheaval. The great bay 
is now only four fathom s deep. 
I t 
is impossible for officials here to es­ 
tim ate the loss of life. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent hurried its preparations for 
relief of the stricken people as soon 
as today’s dispatches were received. 
Several warships hastily loaded w ith 
supplies today and rushed ont with 
all possible speed. 
Sim ultaneously 
the m ilitary authorities ordered as­ 
sistance to control the situation and. 
to preserve order until the refugees 
could be cared for. 
The 
govern­ 
m ent also authorized th e province 
prefecture to render all the ald nec­ 
essary to provide food and shelter 
for the suffering people. 
The pub­ 
lic apprehension was increased to-* 
day when the governm ent announc­ 
ed th at it had received 
no word 
from Hakodate, the largest city o n 
the island, a town of about 50,000 
population. 
It is feared here th a t 
the city has suffered heavily as the 
result of the earthquake.

fantile paralysis which it is esti­ 
mated during the 
last week has 
struck an average 
of ten children 
daily in W ashington, 
local physi­ 
cians today appealed for aid to the 
I Rockefeller Institute for medical re­ 
search in New- York city. 
„ 
The disease is considered by doc­ 
tors to be as contagious among chil­ 
dren as scarlet fever, and the phy­ 
sicians seem powerless to check the 
spread of the malady. 
Pathologists 
have not as yet succeeded in identi­ 
fying the bacteria of Infantile par- 
a ’ysis. 
Although no 
figures 
are 
kept by the health departm ent here 
as to the num ber of cases of tho 
disease, it is believed th at there are 
now over IOO children victims with 
the list growing daily. 
Nine cases 
w’ere admitted to 
the 
Children’s 
Hospital yesterday 
and 
there are 
now a score of victims 
there con­ 
valescing. 
The disease attacks children from 
babies in arms to 
nine months or 
i two years old. 
It starts with a slow 
fever which may 
last for several 
weeks, the victim’s digestion being 
severely impaired. 
Paralysis 
then 
sets in and generally for years af­ 
terward, if it recovers the child re­ 
mains paralyzed 
in one or more 
limbs.
